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Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claim 1 is generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: *** 

A first embodiment of the wheel comprising groups of three spokes having a 
common cross-over point as shown in figure 1. 

A second embodiment of the wheel comprising groups of three spokes which 
alternate from one side of the hub to the other as shown in figures 2 and 5. 

A third embodiment of the wheel comprising groups of spokes used on a rear 
wheel which includes a sprocket assembly as shown in figures 3 and 4. 

A fourth embodiment of the wheel comprising groups of five spokes as shown in 
figure 6. 

A fifth embodiment of the wheel comprising groups of five spokes as shown in 
figure 7. 

The species are independent or distinct because the arrangement of the spokes 
for the front and read wheels comprise different numbers and/or groups of spokes which 
would be patentable over one another. 

The embodiments of wheels comprising groups three spokes would not be 
obvious over the embodiments comprising groups of five spokes. 

The different arrangements of the spokes of figures 6 and 7 would appear to be 
patentable over one another. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
even though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is advised that a reply to this 
requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with
